Also under the new ruling stu¬ 
dents can drop courses after the 
tenth week, | whereas under 
the previous rule drops could be 
made until the beginning of dead 
week.

Gymnasium On New TIC 
Campus Is Dedicated; 
Named For Brady Gentry 

During the half of the Apache- 
John Tarleton* cage game, Janu¬ 
ary 16, the TJC gymnasium, the 
first completed building on the 
new campus, was named Gentry 
Gym in honor of Mr. Brady Gen¬ 
try, prominent Tyler lawyer. 

Climaxing a round of speeches 
by school and federal works ad¬ 
ministration officials, the chris¬ 
tening of the gym in honor of Mr. 
Gentry, who as Dr. H. E. Jenkins, 
TJC president, said, “Has done 
most in promoting-sports in TJC,” 
was received enthusiastically by 
the crowd. 

First* of the half-time activities 
was the formal presentation of 
the $200,000 gym to Tyler Junior 
College by Mr. Eli Abbott of Fort 
Worth, division engineer of the 
FWA, who was introduced by Dr. 
Jenkins. Following a short talk 
lauding the merits of the gym 
was a speech of acceptance by 
Judge T. B. Ramey, president of 
TJC Board of trustees. 

By this formal acceptance of 
Gentry Gym, junior college re¬ 
ceived one of the most modem 
gymnasiums in this part of the 
country. Equipped with an elec¬ 
tric scoreboard and glass back- 
boards, somehting new in gym 
interior decoration in this part 
of the country. The gym has a 
seating capacity of 1300. (Count¬ 
ing the bleacher erected on the 
stage). 

Formerly located at Camp Fan¬ 
nin, the building was moved to 
the new campus on the Hender¬ 
son highway by the FWA and 
’■was" re-finished with brick vbrieer 
and stone. The gym also sports 
a new oak floor and steel sup¬ 
ports for the bleachers. 

FWA expenditures for the proj¬ 
ect amounted to approximately 
$150,000 while the college paid 
about $50,000, according to Dr. 
J enkins.

Dr. Sdiusaiigg Is 
Town Hall Guest 

Says Russia Is Using 
Hitler Tactics In Europe 

The same tactics which Hitler 
used against him to force the ca¬ 
pitulation of Austria are now be¬ 
ing employed by the Russians 
against Central European coun¬ 
tries, Dr. Kurt von Schuscnigg told 
more than 300 members of the Ty¬ 
ler Town Hall at the municipal au¬ 
ditorium Thursday night, Febru¬ 
ary 5. 

The former chancellor of Aus¬ 
tria related the demands of Hit¬ 
ler that he resign, that social de¬ 
mocrats be given key posts, and 
that no restrictions be placed on 
Nazi propaganda. 

“The same pattern is being fol¬ 
lowed by the Russians. In Roman¬ 
ia they made demands that there 
be a change in government, but the 
only man acceptable to them was 
a Communist. They forced the 
change in government. The tech¬ 
nique of aggression is the same, he 
declared. “Just as Hitler claimed 
that there had been a revolt in 
Austria and that blood was run¬ 
ning in the streets of Vienna—all 
of which was without a shred of 
truth—to justify military occupa¬ 
tion, so the Russians use the 
change of government and the as¬ 
sertion that there is immediate 
danger to take over another coun¬ 
try.” 

Tracing the history of the Cen¬ 
tral European countries, Dr. Sch¬ 
uscnigg stressed the many com¬ 
plexities of 140,000,000 persons of 
many languages residing in an 
area of only 400,000 square miles 
•—the same as if all the United 
States residents were crowded in¬ 
to Texas and California. 

Centuries of warfare, of mili¬ 
tary domination, of smaller coun¬ 
tries “having no Atlantic Ocean 
between them,” and the apparent 
hopelessness of the present situa¬ 
tion give the Central Europeans an 
entirely different outlook than that 
held by the Americans, he said. 

The average European, he stat¬ 
ed, sees nothing ahead in the fu¬ 
ture and he looks to the past, while 
the American is less concerned 
with the past than the present or 
the future. 

“The Central European usually 
can’t forget and the American us¬ 
ually can’t remember,” he de¬ 
clared. 

Pointinjg that in practical appli¬ 
cation of their different ideologies 
the Russians and the Nazis are the 
same. Dr. Schuschnigg said that 
the two contrasting world powers 
and conflicting political ideals are 
the United States and Russia. 

“The difference between the 
American soldier and the Russian 
soldier is that the American wants 
only to go home and the Russian 
doesn’t want to return. Red sol¬ 
diers are deserting by the tens of 
thousands in Central Europe rath¬ 
er than be transferred back to 
Russia.” he said, *“and the people 
of Central Europe wish it were 
just the other way around and that 
the American soldier wanted to 
stay while the Russians wanted to 
go home. 

Speaking with an accent that 
made it difficult to understand 
him at times the Austrian never- 


Building Group 
Ra ises Additional 
Funds For College 

A fund of $136,000 has been rais¬ 
ed toward completion of construc¬ 
tion of new buildings for Tyler 
Junior College, Claude S. Holley, 
chairman of the building fund 
comittee, reported at a meeting of 
the Tyler Chamber of Commerce. 
The fund was made up of contri¬ 
butions from Tyler businessmen 
ranging from $5,000 to $25,000. 

The fund will augment bonds 
voted by the junior college district 
for the building program. Plans 
call for completion of buildings to 
enable the college to be in its own 
plant by the beginning of the next 
fall term. Materials are being ob¬ 
tained from structures at Camp 
Fannin and the gymnasium and 
shops have already been' com¬ 
pleted. 

theless demonstrated precision and 
clarity in his choice of words and 
in his command of English. He 
apologized to his audience for his 
accent. 

“The only thing for which I 
have reason to be grateful to Hit¬ 
ler is that because of the seven 
years in his concentration camps, I 
finally had time to learn English. 
However, I had to learn strictly 
from the books and had no oppor¬ 
tunities to speak it during that 
time which has made pronouncia- 
tion difficult for me,” he explained 
to his listeners. 

Despite the spirit of hopelessness 
that prevails in Europe and the 
many difficulties that must be 
overcome, the former Austrian 
chancellor declared that he did not 
feel pessimistic as to the eventual 
outcome. 

In outlining the peace terms 
needed, he said that Central Eu¬ 
rope must be considered as an 
economic unit. In Germany, he de¬ 
clared, education not only of this 
generation but of generations to 
come will be necessary to eradi¬ 
cate the centuries of the philoso¬ 
phies of war and force. 

In other countries, including 
Austria, where the democratic 
ideal had already gained root be¬ 
fore the war, the economic recon¬ 
struction is paramount.
